t Stated in percentage the advance 
in water rates in Decatur is rather 
appalling but in the ordinary terms 
Ot daily use the cost to the average 
Householder in Decatur of having 
water taken from the river, filtered, 
treated and pumped into the house 
ready to be drawn from the tap the 
cost will still b« low.

centage than in the actual dollars,

The half cake of yeast, which you have left oyw% can be kept in 
good condition several days by re-wrapping it in tinfoil and keeping it in a cool; dry place. 


If a richer bread is desired, use milk in place of water.

SAW ADVANCEMENT. 


Mr. Draper's life covered the most

He 
did not have the educational advant- 
ages possessed hy the boys and girls 
of this day. 
Few boys had a chance 


to go to school 
after 
they 
were 


twelve 3 ears old, f. 
they were too 


busy helping to make a living as 
roon as they were big enough to 
work 
Mr. Draper attended school 


two terms when he was a boy. Tho 
balonce of his education he picke-1 
up in the world of experience. 


REMARKABLE MEMORY. 


He possessed a remarkable mem- 
•y of events that occurred in the 


early davs. 
He 
knew 
personally 


practically all the people in Macon 
county who were in business when 
ha was a boy or who became prom- 
inent in any way at all. 


The things that later became so 


common to him were unknown when 
he was a boy. He saw the first rail- 
road, which entered this territory, 
the first 
electric lights, the first 


telephone, the first check rower, tha 
first binder, 
corn 
planter, bicycle, 


automobile and even flying machine. 
His record a? a. boy was mostly that 
of work, yet some how he managed 
to be present at most 
of 
the 
big 


things 
that 
occurred 
in 
Macon 


county In those days. 
A few years 


ago The Review printed a series ot 
articles givinc Mr. Draper's rem- 
iniscences of the early days in Mo- 
con county. 
They would have filled 


a fair sized book. 
They were inter- 


estingly told, for Mr. Draper was a 
good talker. 
His memory of events 


was exceedingly good. 


MUCH HUNTING. 


When he was a boy Macon county 


was a hunter's paradise. 
Most of 


the meat supply of the community 
in which he lived was supplied by 
the hunters when he was a boy. On 
many occasions a party of hunters 
would go out In a wagon and come 
home with the wagon filled. 
They 


would have deer, wild turkeys, prai- 
rie chickens, ducks, geese, 
in 
fact 


about every kind cf game one could 
think of. It would 
be distributed 


among the neighbors and generally 
there was more than enough to go 
around and much of it was wasted. 
Prairie chickens were as common as 
domestic fowls, and Mr. Draper In 
one day caught eighty prairie chick- 
ens in a trap. 


TO CALIFORNIA. 


It was on March 25, 1850, the an- 


niversary of Mr. Draper's birth, that 
he and fifty-nine other Macon county 
men started for the California gold 
fields when the gold rush was at 
Its height.

wage award made them in the new 
appropriation ordinance. 


ALL GET SAME. 


It is not that the council did not 


raise the pay enough hut it is be- 
cause the plan of payment was re- 
arranged so that a ten or twenty 
year man receives the same weekly 
pay envelope as the man who h'19 
just started in. 
Only a year or two 


ago, the firemen succeeded in get-
